Chairman Mosena introduced Patti Scudiero, the new Commissioner of the Department of Zoning 
and Land Use Planning, and Chris Raguso, the Acting Commissioner of the Department of 
Community Development.  Mr. Mosena announced that as a result of a City departmental 
reorganization as part of the 2009 budget, the Chicago Landmarks Ordinance was amended to expand 
the Commission from nine to ten members to include as ex-officio members the Commissioners of 
these two new departments.  He welcomed Commissioner Scudiero and Acting Commissioner 
Raguso and congratulated them on their appointments. 
 
Chairman Mosena announced that consideration of the landmark designation and Class L Property 
Tax Incentive for the 300 WEST ADAMS STREET OFFICE BUILDING has been deferred to the 
February meeting; no discussion or public comment were taken on these matters.

C. Report on City Departmental Reorganization: Department of Zoning and Land Use 

Development and Department of Community Development 
       

Brian Goeken reported that, as part of the reorganization of the Department of Planning 
and Development and three other City departments (Housing, Zoning and Mayor’s Office 
of Workforce Development) under the 2009 Budget adopted by City Council in 
November, two new departments have been created:  Zoning and Land Use Planning 
(DZLUP) and Community Development (DCD).  The Landmarks Division will continue 
to staff the Commission on Chicago Landmarks and will be part of the new DZLUP.         

 
The City Council approved an ordinance establishing these two new departments as well 
as updating the references found throughout the municipal code pertaining to the four 
superceded departments.  As part of these changes, the Chicago Landmarks Ordinance 
was amended to expand the landmarks commission from nine to ten members to reflect 
the new departmental organizational structure, with the ninth member being the DZLUP 
Commissioner and the tenth member being the DCD Commissioner.  These changes were 
effective January 1, 2009.        

   
 D. Amendment to Rules and Regulations of the Commission on Chicago Landmarks 
 

Brian Goeken discussed the technical revisions contained in the proposed amendment to 
the Rules & Regulations which reflect the above-discussed changes to the landmarks 
ordinance and the membership of the landmarks commission. 

 
 Motioned by Wong, seconded by Reed.  Approved unanimously.  (8-0)

The following projects were reviewed by the PRC: 

 
1. 6307 N. Louise   

(Old Edgebrook District – 41st Ward) 
 
Proposal: Proposed new garage and relocation of an existing driveway and curb-cut  
 
Action: Approved unanimously with the following conditions:

1. The proposed cement-fiber siding of the new garage shall be smooth 
finish and match the profile and lap exposure of the existing clapboard 
siding on the main residence; 

2.  As proposed, the existing driveway and curb-cut shall be removed and 
restored to green space; and, 

3.  The brick foundation cladding of the proposed garage shall be Chicago 
common brick subject to Landmarks staff review and approval. 

In addition, the Committee recommends that the owner consider installing 
water permeable paving material for the new driveway. 

 
 2. 1407 N. Hoyne  

(Wicker Park District – 1st Ward) 
 
Proposal: Proposed rehabilitation of existing 3-story residence, including replacement of a 

non-historic garage along the side (north elevation) of the building with a new 
garage and 3-story stair enclosure; a new 3-story rear addition, and below-grade 
terrace areas in the south and east yards  

 
Action:  Approved unanimously with the following conditions:

1.  North additions (garage and stair enclosure) 
a) As proposed, the front (west) elevation of the garage may be 

red face brick to match the existing face brick in size, color, 
and finish, subject to Landmarks review and approval of 
material samples.  The secondary garage elevations and north 



addition shall be constructed of standard-sized common brick 
to match existing secondary elevations, subject to Landmarks 
review and approval of material samples; 

b) The height of the stone coping of the new garage shall align 
with the limestone belt course of the historic home in order to 
be more compatible with the design of the main building; 

c) The window header treatment for the west- facing third story 
window of the stair enclosure shall be modified to be consistent 
with other new windows proposed on the north elevation; 

d) The cornice for the 3-story stair enclosure shall be simplified in 
order to clearly differentiate the old and new construction; 

e) Window and brick work details of the north additions shall be 
submitted with the permit application; and, 

f) The slope of the driveway from the front property line to the 
face of the proposed garage shall not exceed 1’ below grade. 

2.  As proposed, existing historic windows and doors shall be 
restored.  Should any doors or windows be beyond repair and 
replacement therefore necessary, window and door details of both 
existing and proposed shall be submitted with the permit 
application.  No windows or doors shall be removed or replaced 
without prior review and approval by Landmarks staff; 

3. The proposed west (front) and south staircases shall be wood with 
closed risers.  Details to be submitted for Landmarks review and 
approval prior to permit submittal; 

4. The proposed east (rear) addition shall be clad in common brick to 
maintain the typical materials found within the district; or 
alternatively, designed in a more contemporary design vocabulary, 
such as glass and cladding of dark-colored, non-reflective metal 
panels. The final design and material samples shall be submitted 
for Landmarks review and approval; 

5. The proposed sunken terrace in the south side yard (Schiller St. 
side, a secondary elevation) shall be eliminated in order to 
maintain the building’s relationship to its site and the district; 

6. Any infill masonry shall match the existing masonry in size, color, 
finish and joint profile, subject to Landmarks staff review and 
approval; 

7. Details shall be provided with the permit plans to indicate railing 
and porch repairs, proposed garage door design, and roof and 
gutter reconstructions;  

8. The project may require zoning variances by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals for side yard and rear yard encroachments.  The 
Commission takes no position regarding the merits of any 
requested reduced yard requirements; and, 

9. As proposed, the applicant shall restore and repair the existing 
historic fence.
